A MAD SEA. 


Sabine Pass (Tex.) Almost Entirely 
Washed Away by High Water. 


Fully One-Fourth of the Popula- 
tion Known to Be Drowned. 


Agonizing Scenes of Death in the 
Storm-Stricken Town. 


A List Showing that Fully Fifty People Were 
Drowned—The Fatality Supposed to Be 
Greater—Great Damage to the Property— 
Telegraphic Communication Entirely 
Cut Ofi—Relief Sent by Rail and by Boat 
—The Storm Traveling in a Northeasterly 
Direction—The Water Tower at Kanka- 
kee (I1l.) Demolished— High Wind in Chi- 
cago—Telegraph Wires Down in North- 
ern IIlinois— The Storm Locally. 


NEW ORLEANS, October $4.—A dispatch to 
the Times-Democrat, reegived early this 
morning from Orange, Tex., says that the 
storm did great damage at Sabine Pass. The 
Porter Hotel, which contaimed a large num- 
ber of guests, was swept away, anda boat 
containinga number of people was over- 
turned in the bay and all on board were 
drowned. Eight lives are known to be lost, 
and itis feared that the worst has not been 
learned. A schooner picked up three men in 
the bay inan exhausted condition. 


Details of the Disaster. 


GALVESTON, Tex., October 16.—The town of 
Sabine Pass, at the mouth of the Sabine River, 
the dividing line between Louisiana and Texas, 
is reported entirely washed away by 
the terrific storm of Tuesday night. 
Over fifty lives are reported lost out 
of a total population of 200. Ali telegraphic 
communication with thetown is cutoff. Sa- 
bine Pass is sixty miles up the coast from Gal- 


| veston and twenty-eight miles southeast of 


Beaumont, the county seat of Jefferson 
County. It is thought that the bar in front of 
the town will prevent any tugs from landing 
and tug owners here regand it as useless to 
attempt to enter the treagherous channel 
since the storm. Associated Press agents are 
making efforts to secure full particulars of 
the disaster via Beaumont, 

Telegraphie commug with all points 
outside of Teras y suspended last 
night owing to storms in Louisiana, Arkansas 
and the Indian Territory. The following ac- 
count of the great disaster at Sabine Pass was 
telegraphed last night to Houston: 

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., October 13.—Our town is in 
a state of intense excitement to-night at news 
just received from Sabine Pass. It is news of 
terrible loss of life and destruction of 
property in that place from high water. 
We have now no telegraph communication 
with the Pass, wires all being down, but an 
engine arrived here to-night over the East 
Texas Railway that left there about 6 
o’clock. Two citizens, who rowed in 
a small boat across an expanse of 
tossing waters a distance of several miles 
from the town of Sabine to the railroad track, 
cameinonan engineand give a heartrend- 
ing account of affairs there. They say the 
waters began to invade the town 
from the Gulf and the lake together 
about 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon and rose 
with unprecedented rapidity. Citizens of the 
doomed place did not realize the imminent 
danger until it was too late to escape. 
When safety by flight was recognized as 
being out of the question, people 
who were situated so they could do it 
betook themselves to houses and resorts ad- 
judged to be safest. The water kept rising and 
between three and four o’clock the smaller 
houses began to yield to the resistiess force of 
the waves and not only moved from their 
foundations, but turned on their sides and 
tops. A little later the larger houses 
began to give way, and death by drowning 
seemed in store for every citizen of the place. 
With the yielding of smaller houses several 
persons who had remained in them were 
drowned, and when residences and business 
places began to crumble, the fatality began to 
double.

FACE TO FACE WITH DEATH. 

The above list comprises over fitty human 
Victims ot the storm, among them some 
leading families ot the place, There 
are others of them doubtless 
drowned without any one now liv- 


‘ing knowing anything about it. It is feared 


that whole families in different parts of the 
plaes have been swept away without leaving a 
personal vestige to indicate their terrible fate. 
It is said that the situation during the lat- 
ter part of the afternoon beggars description, 
the manifestation of terror and agony by peo- 
ple looking face to face at death, and realizing 
that there was no escape; the dying cries of 
women, audible but rendered almost noiseless 
by the roar of the mad sea, the hoarse voices 
of pallid men trying to save those dear to 
them all combined to make ascene too horri- 
ble to be described. On receipt of this news 
citizens of Beaumont immediately began 
preparations for relief. The East Texas rail- 
way has placed an engine at their dis- 
posal and a party Of men haye gone to 
Orange to carry the news there and produre a

boat to start for the scene. The damage to 


property at Sabine has been very great. The 
wharf property of the town was owned by 
New York capitalists, who also owned the ad- 
joining lands, and were aiming to make Sabine 
Pass an important port on the gulf coast. 


Telegraphic Communication Cut Off. 


NEw YORK, October 14, 10:30 a. m.—Western 
Union officials report that the storm which 
prevailed in Texas and Louisiana yesterday 
aad the day before is now travelling in a 
northeasterly direction and is cutting off tele- 
graphic communication, asit progresses. New 
Orleans reports that it has no wires west, and 
that the whole coast territory from New or- 
leans to Galveston is cut off. As the storm is 
still raging in the Southwest, it will be some 
considerable time before any details of the 
disaster at Sabine Pass can be obtained. 


A Big Storm. 


WASHINGTON, October 14, 10 a. m.—The storm 
central yesterday morning in the extreme 
Northwest has moved to the Southeast and has 
united with the storm lately central in the 
Gulf of Mexico. It is now central in Northern 
Illinois and is developing great energy. It 
will move to the northeast, accompanied by 
high southeast winds, shifting to northwest 
over the lower lakes and the coasts of New 
England and the Middle Atlantic. 


Playing Havoc in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, October 14.—A high wind accompa- 
nied by a driving rain, has been prevailing 
here since early thismorning. The stormtore 
through the trees of Touglass, Garfield and

and drivers who were caught in the teeth of 
the gale say that it was only with the greatest 
difficulty they saved themselves from being 
thrown from their cars. Allthe streets in 
the western and southwestern por- 
tion of the city are littered with broken 
trees and shivered sign-boards. The signal 
service office reports that the storm is rapidly 
advancing ina northeasterlv direction, and 
that itis becoming severe. Very high winds 
will prevail on the lakes. The storm has 
been attended with considerable rain-fall, this 
station showing one-half an inch of water. 
The wind is biowing at the rate of thirty miles 
an hour, and has attained a velocity of from 
forty-five to fifty miles on the lake. Reports 
show that the storm extends over a very wide 
area, but no particulars can be obtained as the 
telegraph wires are down in almost every 
direction. A cyclone between Ypsilanti, 
Mich., and Elkhart, Ind., tore down all the 
wires in that neighborhood, and on the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Railroad the top of a 
car was blown off and carried against the 
wires with such force as to break them all. 


Water Tower Demolished. 


KANKAKEE, III., October 14.—The Water- 
works tower at this place, which was com- 
pleted last week, was blown over to-day, 
crushing the barn of H. H. Johnson anda 
portion ofthe residence of Joshua Aldrich. 
Aldrich and his wife were in another portion 
of the house at the time and were uninjured. 
The tower was 125 feet high, 20 feet across, was 
of boiler iron, and cost $150,000. The wind 
biew down trees and chimneys and tore off 
roofs. No lives were lost.

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THE LOCAL STORM, 


Very High Velocity of the Wind—Damage 
Done by It. 


The wind last night in velocity was the third 
most violent in the history of 
the Signal Service in this locality. 
In August, 1878. a velocity of 


seventy-two miles per hour was reached, and 
in June, 1882, it traveled as fast as 61 miles. 
Last night for 10 minutes it tore along at the 
rate of sixty miles. During the 
night the wind blew fitfully but 
never rose up to a 20-mile velocity untif3:15 
a.m., when the hurricane broke suddenly. 
Just before there was a brief calm, the wind 
ee away in the Southeast. Then in the 
Southwest was heard a roar like Niagara and 
the observer in the Custom-house felt the old 
dome rattle as the rush of airjstruck it. For 
only about ten minutes did the sixty-mile speed 
continue, andthenit gradually grew slower 
until the average for the hour was lowered 
to about fifty-three miles. At 6a. m. it was 
tearing at a 34-mile gait, and this afternoon at 
2 o’clock had only fallen to thirty miles. Be- 
tween 7 o’clock p. m. and 1 a m. 
last night, rain to the amount of 
8-100 inches fell. St. Louis seemed to beon 
the edge of a phenomenally low area whose 
center at Davenport, lo., sent the barometer 
down to. 29.10 and at Chicago to 
29.18, a most extraordinary barometric 
fall, which is almost certain to tear things up 
when it reaches the lakes. The barometer in 
St. Louis just before the wind broke was 29:59; 
at 6 a.m. to-day it was 29:51, and this afternoon 
had risen to 29.80. It will — = go to 30.10 
or 30.20. No cold wave is expected to succeed 
this low area, as in the Northwest the temper- 
ature is rising. 
THE WIND’S WORK. 

The wind-storm, which reached its height 
about 3 ~or3:45 this morning, blew down 
several signs, fences, trees, to., about the 


city. 

The large wooden sign was blown from the 
roof of J. Van & Co.’s range and stove store, 
at No. 606 Market street, and carried it across 
the street, striking the window of Tom Kelly’s 
saloon and demolishing it. 

A sign four feet high and about twenty feet 
long was blown off the roof of the Star Hotel 
on Sixth and Market streets, smashing about 
$8 worth of globesin front of James Flem- 
ing’s saloon and tearing down two Baltimore 
& Ohio telegraph wires and two Brush electric 
light wires. 

About seventy-five feet of fence atthe lum- 
ber yard of J. A. Holmes & Co., on the south 
side of Clark avenue, between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets, was blown down. 

The trestle work which had been erected to 
assist in building the Vandeventer avenue 
sewer, was all blown down, which will entail 
a big loss and a considerable delay. :

BUSY BALLOTING. 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR GENERAL ASSEM- 
BLY ELECT OFFICERS. 


Fred Turner Elected Treasurer—The General 
Secretary—A Hard Fight on the Executive 
Board Election—Some of the Powderly 
Men Defeated. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1IspaTcn. 

RICHMOND, Va., October 14.—Powderly and 
the Home Club were beaten this morning on 
the first direct vote. The contest was between 
Thomas G. Barry of Michigan and 
John W. Hayes of New Brunswick, 
N. J., for member of the General 
Executive Board. On the ballot last night 
Bailey led the list with 213 votesand Barry 
came second with 187. This morning 
the first thing done was to call the roll 
on the vote between these two men. 
Powderly had nominated Hayes and put all 
the machinery at work to elect him. He was 
particulasly anxious to defeat Barry, because 
he was the only member of the board 
to oppose his course. Hayes had 
supported him in everything, and 
it was Powderly’s expressed wish that 
Hayes should be chosen as the first member of 
the board. Every man who had not declered 
himself was cornered and required to say 
where he stood, and Powderly at 9 
O clock was satisfied that Hayes 
would be chosen. The ballot, however, 


resulted in electing Barry. The vote was 
Barry 340, Hayes 74. The cheers this time 
came from anti-Home Club people. Another 
general vote was then taken and Hayes re- 
ceived a majority over all. The third 
ballot gave Bailey the third place 
on the board, he receiving just enough to elect 
him. The fourth ballot for the fourth place 
resulted in no choice. A. A. Carlton of 
Massachusetts and Tom McGuire were 
the ,highest in the vote.

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TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


Fred Turner Elected Secretary— Selecting 
the Executive Board. 

RICHMOND, Va., October 14.—At the after- 
noon session of the General Assembly, Knights 
of Labor, a motion was carried dividing the 
office of General Secretary-Treasurer. 
Charles II. Pitchman of Marblehead, 
Mass., and Joseph Buchanan of Den- 
ver, Colo., were put in nomination 
for Secretary, resulting in the election of the 
former. For General Treasurer, Frederick 
Turner, the present General Secretary-Treas- 
urer, was elected, defeating B. Beckmeyer of 
New Jersey by 200 majority. The office of 
General Insurance Secretary, held by H. L. 
McGraw, was abolished. 


AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

The Executive Board of the Knights of Labor 
held a meeting at 8 o’clock this morning to 
consider the question of sending aid to the 
locked-out cotton workers, at Augusta,Ga.,the 
curriers and tanners at Salem and Peabody, 
Mass., and the journeymen plumbers 
of New York City. The General 
— had already voted that 
money should be appropriated for their relief. 
It was resolved that the sum of $15,000 should 
be devoted to this purpose, $5,000 in each of 
the cases, and that further sums be sent as 
needed. Mr. Powderly held a conference at 
Ford’s Hotet last night with fifteen or sixteen 
colored delegates to the General Assembly. 
They represent the colored as- 
semblies of Knights of Labor of 
Virginia, Georgia, Florida, Mississippi, 
and other numerous Southern States. The 
object of the conference was the formation of 
a bureau of Colored Knights throughout the 
Southern States forthe purpose of procuring 
accurate statistics relative to the condition of 
the colored people and their relation to white 
laborers whenever they are employed to- 
gether. These statistics are to comprise 
everything in connection with the hours of 
labor, the treatment they received from their 
employers, their wages, cost of living, etc. 
It is purposed to learn whether they receive 
the Jul liberty and rights to which they are 
legally entitled. But, Mr. Powderly said, 
in speaking of the conference. and its object, 
„the question of social equality is not one of 
the objects of the bureau. Its object is to 
stimulate the colored people to work for their 
own elevation.’’

THE PINE STREET OBSTRUCTION, 


Judge Cady Decides That the Ordinance 
Has Not Been Violated. 


The case of obstruction brougut by the 
Street Department against Patrick and John 
Sheehan, John Loler and Samuel Simmons, 
owners of the building recently erected at the 
northwest corner of Sixth and Pine streets, 


and Isaac Taylor, architect of the structure, 
came to trial in the First District rolice Court 
this 7 The alleged obstruction con- 
sists ot two large bronze bay windows on the 
second story of the building, which are its 
principal ornamentation.A striking feature of 
the trial was the ignorance dis- 
played by Inspector Frank Sullivan 
of the Street Department and Building Com- 

missioner Kledus in regard to building. The 
latter on the stand testified that the windows 
projected two feet from the building line, 
which is more than the local ordinance gov- 
erning projections allows, and Sullivan testi- 
fied that they projected nearly three feet. 
Kledus called them oriel windows and 
Sullivan spoke of them as bay windows, 
Judge Samuel Simm@ns, who appeared for the 
defendants, asked Sullivan whether they were 
bay or oriel windows, and whatfthe difference 
was, if any, between tne two kinds of windows. 
Sullivan replied that they were bay windows. 
and that there wasadifference between bay 
and oriel windows, butthathe did not know 

exactly in what respect they differed. Mr. 
Kledus who was seated in the court-room re- 
marked to a reporter that a bay window must 
be on the ground floor and an oriel window on 
an upper floor, but Webster do- 
fines an oriel window merely as a 
large bay window and states that when on an 
upper story it is supported by corbits. Sul- 
livan admitted on tbe stand that the new Roe 
building on Fifth and Pine streets, and other 
structures about the city had projections sim- 
ilar to those on the buildingin question, and 
that no charge had been preferred against the 
owners. 

In arguing the case Judge Simmons held that 
the ordinance was not intended to cover cases 
of this kind where bay windows were placed 
on an upper story ofa building for ornament- 
ation, Dut was passed to prevent obstructions 
on the ground floor that hurt other people's 
property. 

Judge Cady agreed with him, and discharged 
the defendants, remarking: ‘‘I wish they 
would put up more buildings like it. I don't 
think the ordinance was ever intended to 
cover cases of this kind.

Mrs. Howe is so hard of hearing that it is 
very difficult to make her understand, ex- 
plained the agent. She, however, retired to 
call her. Finally, the woman who has swin- 
died so many of her sisters appeared on the 
scene. 

MRS. HOWE I8 SLIGHTLY CRIPPLED, 

and her eyes are a dull, gray color. Her 
features are irregular and unpleasing. She is 
fat and about 56 years of age. She was dressed 
in a black silk skirt and a blue cashmere 
sacque, trimmed with white oriental lace.

Farther down 
the Mississippi the bluffs again abut on the 
river and expose better views of the Trenton 
along their base while Encrinital limestone, 
of the sub-carboniferous, caps the bold cliffs. 
At Illinois Station, twenty-six miles from St. 
Louis, the road leaves the river and short! 
enters the magnesian limestone series whieh 
is extensively developed in Southeast 
ern Missouri, and in the successive 
members of which the rest of the journey was 
——— until the archen hills of Arcadia val- 
ey were reached. The top member is known 
as the first magnesian limestone, and is under- 
laid by the saccharoidal or first sandstone, in 
which occur the sand quarries of the Crystal 
City Glags Works. Then follows the second 
magnesian limestone in which occurs numer- 
ous gushes and pipe veins of lead and zine ores 
that have been worked quite extensively. The 
second sandstone, generally unimportant, 
follows, and then third magnesian limestone, 
which is equivalent to the top of the Pots- 
dam,and in which are the St. Joe and Desloge 
lead mines. The base of the series is the 
fourth sandstone that rests on the archen 
porphyries, syenites and granites, that ap- 
pear as knolls and high hills between Bis- 
mark and Arcadia and which mark the east 
ern flank of the Ozark Mountains. In the 
archen series occur the Iron Mountain, Pilot 
Knob and other deposits of specular ore in 
Southeastern MiSsouri. 

These facts will be new to many St. Louisans 
who have summered in Arcadia. They will 
wonder that they never happened to notice 
the features mentioned. But if they wish to 
dispute the matter a tired out excursion party 
will meet them at the Southern to-night. This 
party lunched at the expense of the st. Joseph 
Lead Mining Company, near Bonne Terre, in- 
vestigated the three lead mines there that are 
worked toa depth of 250 feet, and the Desloge 
smelting plant, the property ofthe St. Joe 
Company since the absorption ofthe Desloge 
mines and stock. At Iron Mountain 
the train stopped for one hour and 
a half. The visitors saw there instead of a 
mountain, alow flat bill 195 feet above the 
railroad grade. They saw as much of the 
mines as pleased them aad went on to Pilot

Their 
supplies are not near what they usually are 
and their crops are short, the latest deficiency 
being found in their potato crop, a very im- 
portant staple of food on the other side; and 
that Europe does and will require large im- 
—— to ‘ei their requirements is abso- 
utely sure. But just now they are not pressed 
for supplies, as their own home-grown crops 
are freely being marketed, their stocks are 
fair, though not up to previous years, and 
their trade is influenced as much by the stead- 
ily increasing visible supply in this country 
and the depression ruling, here as our own. 
About the greatest stumbling block, however, 
to the export trade is the scarcity of ocean 
tonnage and the exorbitant rates of freight 
demanded from Atlantic ports. This is doing 
more to prevent a free movement of wheat 
from America to Europe than anything else, 
and until this is removed will probably con- 
tinue to check it. Ali advicts from the East 
prove this conclusively. It is confidently ex- 
pected, however, that ere long, and by 
November 1 at the outside, this will be recti- 
fied, as a large number of vessels, having been 
attracted by the high rates of freight, 
are on their way to this country. 
Herr (since his return from Germany he 
insists upon being called Herr) J. C. Ewald 
wastheonly member posted on New York 
clearances of wheat to-day, and consequently 
was in great demand. These clearances 


were ‘‘none.’’——The telegraph wires were 
nearly all tangled or blown down this morn- 
ing through last night's windstorm, 
and communication with many sec- 
tions were practically cut ott.

COWARDLY SNEAKS. 


BLOODY THREATS AGAINST THE PROSECU- 
TION IN THE ANARCHIST CASE. 


Anonymous Letters Sent to State’s Attorney 
Grinnell—Judge Gary, Capt. Shaack and 
Others Under the Ban of the Bloodthirsty 
Anarchists—The Families of the Threat- 
ened Gentlemen Greatly Alarmed. 


Curcaco, October 14.—The jurors in the 
anarchist trial are not the only ones con- 
nected with the case who are threatened by 
numerous an mous writers with dire vén- 
geance for doing their duty. The information 
is made public to-day that Judge Gary, State’s 
Attorney Grinnell and Capt. Schaack have 
received a large number of threatening let 
ters. The latest missive, addressed to Mr. 
Grinnell, was written in French ina graceful 
round hand. It opened as follows: 

RESPECTED SIR—With much solicitude for 

our good health and that of your estimable 
amily, I wish to advise youéhat your death is 
very near. Bowingtothe ground in homage 
of you, I seize this opportunity to forewarn 
you that I will cut your throat at my first con- 
venience. 

The missive went on at some length in a 
similar polite style, and was signed ‘‘Robes- 
pierre. It was delivered at Mr. Grinnell’s 
residence, and was thus seen by Mrs. Grinnell. 

MRS. GARY AND MRS. SCHAACK SCARED. 

Mrs. Gary and Mrs. Schaack have also been 
the recipients of letters announcing to them 
that their husbands would die, clubs, dirks, 
knives, pistols, dynamite bombs and other 
murderous weapons having been mentioned as 
means to dispatch the lives of the officials. 

A local paper says: Neither the prosecution 
counsel, nor tlre judge, nor the police captains 
have feared the execution of these menaces,for 
they have not swerved a step from their 
daily walks, nor in any way altered 


their habits. Itisthrough the alarmof their 
loved ones thatthe missives find painful ef- 
fect. In her home at No. 10 Aldine Square, 
Mrs. Grinnell passes the days in her husband’s 
absence suffering the keenest fears for his 
safety, apprehensive that he may not return 
in the evening. So with Mrs. Gary and Mrs. 
Schaack. Their peace of mind is utterly lost 
in the fearin which their hearts follow their 
husbands at their daily duties. 
GUARDING GRINNELL’S RESIDENCE. 

With Mrs. Grinnell, the fears of his neigh- 
bors doubly aggravates the affliction. His 
home is one of a handsome block of stone- 
front houses facing south on the square, and 
no serious damage could occur to his roof and 
walls without almost equal peril to those liy- 
ing adjoining. These preys are in a constant 
state of terror, afraid to let their children 
leave the door, dreadine the night and fear- 
ing almost to sleep. Their protection has 
been fully provided for, however, as four 
policemen patrol the little Square 
where one officer on his nightly 
rounds seldom came before. Messrs. 
Ingham, Walker and Furthmann, and Detect- 
tive James Bonfield, as well as his brother 
the inspector, have been given occasional 
promises of violent fate. Every letter is pho- 
tographed and the detectives supplied with 
copies. A system of espionage is then set upon 
suspected parties, andin due time theauthor 
isrundown. There are to-day in the city at 
least eight men against whom the case is prac- 
tically complete, the proof being conclusive, 
who could be arrested atany hour. There are 
nearly forty others about whom the toils are 
still being tightened. 


„ DOING PENANCE, 


Father Sherman Discards His Wife and 
Enters a Monastery. 


NEW YORK, October l4.—The Rev. Wm. J. 
Sherman, assistant pastor of the Church of 
the Visitation, at Verona and Richard streets, 
South Brooklyn, who recently shocked his 
parents and friends among the Catholics by 
secretly marrying Tillie Miron, is said to be 
repenting of his grave sin within the walls of 
a monastery in the city of ‘‘brotherly love. 


Mrs. Ann Costello, a widow, who owns a 
liquor saloon, is the authority for the latest 
story concerning the priest. She is wealthy 
and her son and young Sherman were college 
chums. Herhome was always an attractive 
piace to Sherman until he became enamored 
of Tillie. Then she did not see so much of 
him. When he was appointed assistant to 
Father Lane, she expressed great pleasure 
and rr went to his church. The 
downfall of Sherman gave almost as much 
pain to Mrs. Costello as it did to his aged 
parents. She was quite prostrated when the 
news reached her and took to her bed. She 
regarded Sherman almost as her own son. 
Yesterday Mrs. Costello was seen concerning 
the rumorthat she had heard recently from 
Sherman, and that he, after discarding Tillie, 
had 2 into a monastery. She acknuwl- 
edged that the rumors were true. 

T heard of his marriage within a few days 
after it took place,’’ she said, ‘‘and it ve 
me great sorrow. He cameto me not long 
after, and throwing himself on a lounge in the 
parior sobbed like a child about his con- 
dition. He told me he had gone to New York 
with the Miron girl, that he had been made 
drunk and was drug d, and while in that 
condition went throtdrxh the marriage cere- 
mony before a Protestant minister. Hg asked 
me to give him money totake him to Phila- 
delphia, so that he might be away when the 
disgrace of his action should get out. 

The widow said that she refused to give him 
money and advised him to throw himself upon 
the mercy of the Bishop. He said that he 
would, but instead of doing it went with Tillie 
and her mother to Philadelphia. He sent her 
telegrams from there asking for money, say- 
ing be was sorry for what he had done. He 
said that he had sent Tillie home to her mother. 
In his telegrams Sherman informed Mrs. 
Costello that he wanted to defray 
his expense of entering a monastery 
where he could do penance. She repiiedin a 
letter advising him to see the Vicar-General 
and follow his advice. This he did, and Bishop 
Loughlin received a communication from the 
Vicar General in regard to the matter. The 
bishop Is to see that his expenses erejmet while 
he is in the monastery. Tillie is said to have 
been back in Brooklyn for about two weeks, 
but information asto the trath of that story 
could not be ascertained and her mother has 
removed from Douglas street.

Another Great Feast Day—Why the Booths 
are Erected, 


To-day is the first day of Succoth, the great 
Feast of Booths or Tabernacies. It will 
last eight days, the first and 


last of which are holidays when work is not 
permissible. This holiday is in reality the 
original Thanksgiving day- for on this da 

thanksgiving sacrifices were off- 
ered for the harvest of the 
year, the sacrifices of ancient 
times being replaced with services thankin 

the Lord for the year’s harvest. The Jewis 

thanksgiving day has its origin in the 
— from the twenty-third chapter of 
aviticus, beginning: ** Also on the 
fifteenth day of the seventh month Pa me 

when ye have gathered in the fruit of the lan 

ye shall keep a feast with the Lord seven 
days.’’ The passage then goes on to 
enjoin a temporary occupaney of booths, 
The commands of the scripture 
are faithfully observed by orthodox Israelites 
throughout the world, and to some extent by 
the reform Hebrews. Square booths built 
of rough boards are erected in the 
back yards, covered with branches of trees to 
correspond to a roof. Interior decorations 
consist of autumn leaves and fruits suspended 
from the ceiling. During Succoth all meals 
are eaten in these temporary dwelling- places. 

Inthe synagogues and residences services 
are pronounced every morning over long 
branches of palm trees, to which are tied a 
myrtle and a bough of willow, known as 
**luleo,’’ and a perfect specimen of the lime 
or lemon known as the ‘*essrig.’* 

In the synagogues to-day the services have 
as one of thetr eading features the reading 
about the restoration of Jerusalem as re- 
counted in the l4th chapter of Zachariah 
the audience holding branches as symbols of 
the palm and myrtle of old. 

The day following the Feast of Tabernacles is 
called ‘‘Simchath Thora, meaning, ‘‘re-

BLAINE’S CAMPAIGN, 


Preparations for the Plumed Knight’s Re- 
ception at Pittsburg Next Week. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcr. 

PITTSBURG, October 14.—Great preparations 
are making for the reception of Jas. G. Blaine 
in this city next Wednesday. Secretary Bon- 
borst of the Republican County Committee is 
receiving hundreds of letters daily from as far 
west as Chicago and as far east as Philadel- 
phia asking for particulars concerning it, and 
Chairman Elliott has received assurances from 


over one hundred marching clubs, represent- 
ing P points not alone in Pennsylvania 
but in Ohio and West Virginia, that they will 
participate. In addition to this array, 
the great industries of this pros- 
perous valley will be _ fully represent- 
ed. Such men in the iron and steel worid as 
Jones & Laughlin, Spang, Chaltant & Co., 
Oliver Bros. & Phillips, The Caruegies, Singer 
& Nimick, Moreland & Co., Park Bros. 4 Co., 
McIntosh, Hemphill & Co., representing mill 
ions of money and employing thousands of 
men, are giving the movement their united 
support in addition to the leading merchants, 
glass men, railroad corporations and other 
enterprises. Mr. Blaine will make what may 
be styied a triumphal tour ofthe State. On 
Saturday night he will address a meeting in 
Philadelphia. On Monday morning he will 
start for this city. The train will reach Doyn- 
ington and a stop of an hour will be made to 
enable Blaine and Beaver to make a few re- 
marks. The party will arrive at Lancaster at 
2 p. m., where the train will stay 
for two hours. A large mass meeting in Har- 
risburg will be held on Monday night, and Mr. 
Blaine will then become the guest of Senator 
Cameron. Tuesday morning a stop will be 
made at Lewiston, thence the party will pro- 
ceed to Huntington and thence to Altoona, 
Johnstown and Greensburg. Speeches will be 
made at each place. Pittsburg will be reached 
at 10 o’clock on Tuesday nicht. It is expected 
that Mr. Blaine will return from Pittsburg via 


Lockhaven. 
THE TARIFF ISSUE. 

Tariff will be the burden of his oration in 
this city. On this rock the Republicans of 
Pennsylvania are making the present fight. 
It is the only issue to which the party is ral- 
lying. The demonstration next Wednesday is 
principally to voice this sentiment in this end 
of the State. 

Chairman Copper has filled the common- 
wealth with orators who are talking nothing 
but tariff, except as they pause in their statis- 
tical fights to point out the terrors and deep 
damnation of Democracy. The parade on 
Wednesday will start at 7 o’clock and will 
take in both Pittsburg and Allegheny. Blaine 
will deliver his speech at the Exposition 
grounds, and it is hoped that 50,000 people will 
be present. The demonstration promises 
to be the largest given in this 
State. The railroads will run special 
trains and will sell excursion tiekets. 
Chairman Jones of the Republican National 
Committee was asked yesterday why he re- 
fused the chairmanship of the committee to 
receive Blaine, Hereplied: ‘‘Should I accept 
such a position it would look like an attempt 
to boom Mr. Blaine, or at least would be so 
construed b thousands of people. Mr. 
Blaine is in Pennsylvania because he thinks 
he can help the Republican cause in this State. 
He is not working for personal aggrandize- 
mentand does not want it. He bas already 
been mentioned as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency in 1888. Now the truth 
1 doubt very much whether be 
cares to go through a great rr strife 
like the last campaign. My belief is that he 
does not; but he will answer for himself when 
the time comes.’’ Mr.Jones’ statement has 
been accepted as his honest sentiment. His 
partner, Geo. McLaughlin, has been chosen 
chief marshal. It is the first occasion on 
which he has ever been induced to take an ac- 
tive part in affairs of this kind. 


DISASTROUS INTERFERENCE, 


A Change in the Plan of Lighting the Statue 
of Liberty. 


B Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yor, October 14.—The huge brass 
torch was hoisted into position at the top of 
the extended right arm of the Statue of Liberty 
yesterday. It was a slow and difficult operation 
and required the combined efforts of all the 
workmen. Several extra derricks were used. 
At noon the torch was in place and a few 
rivets were put in to hold it temporarily. The 


derricks and hoisting machines were taken 
down during the afternoon, as a precaution 
against the storm predicted by the Weather 
Bureau. Thetorcn is not yet firmly secured 
and is fastened to the balcony. Just as 
the big torch was setup and the supports 
taken down, Lieut. Melis of the Lighthouse 
department arrived with an order to have it 
removed to the Government station at Staten 
Island. When he found the torchin position, 
he ordered it taken down to allow his men to 
out an aperture for the electric lights. He 
said that he had decided not to place the lights 
outside of the torch, but to put them inside. 
To do this it is necessary to cut a strip eighteen 
inches wideand about ‘twenty-five feet long 
out of the torch and put ina circle of glass. 
The torch is less than eight feet in diameter, 
and in this space will be crowded ten electric 
lamps of candle ower 

The heat these lights, 

said, be sufficient 

to melt the globes that are placed about them, 
when used out of doors, and will make it im- 
possible for an attendantto repair defective 
carbons while the lights are burning. The al- 
terations of the torch will be the first change 
madeinthe statue. M. Bartholdi, the destzn- 
er, on bis recent visit to America, expressed 
his view that no mutilation be permitted, and 
asked that he be given noticeif any alteration 
was contemplated. The American contmittee 
have carefuliy avoided making any change in 
the original design. Lieut. Melis, however, 
was given charge of the electric plantand the 
lighting of the statue. As the torch is 
now in position, some 300 feet above 


ground, it will be necessary to erect a com- 


licated staging to fit the irregularities of the 
ame before the strip can be cutout. This will 
cause a delay of a week in the completing of 
the statue, and by Lieut. Melis’ plan the pow- 
erful light will not be visible within a mile and 
a half ofthe statue. The light cannot be seen 
from the — 7 and in only partial power 
from the Brookiyn Bridge. A force of men 
from the Hector Irou Works began to land 
the parts of the staircase which will be used 
by visitors ascending to the top of the statue. 
Applications for places in the parade are 
pouring in from all parts of the country, and 
give promise of a procession of enormous 
proportions. It will bave an unusual feature 
of several companies of marines from the 
French fleet. The Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic was one of the first bodies to apply fora 
peace. The old volunteer fire department in 
his and neighboring cities will turn out in a 
body, and wear the old time ‘‘fire rig. Be- 
sides the New York National Guard, the militia 
of Brooklyn, New Jersey and Connecticut will 
be in line.

DIVORCE LAUNDRY. 


Woes of a Doctor Whose Patients Aroused 
His Wife’s Jealousy—Reasons and Ex. 
cuses Offered for Family Estrangements— 
Court-Room Sketches of Domestic Life— 
A Frau Who Preferred Westphalia to the 
Wilderness of the West. 


The divorce case of Dr. Emil V. Dittlinger 
against Amanda Dittlinger engages the atten. 
tion of Judge Dillon this afternoon in Court 
No. 2. This is rather a warmly contested 
case. The doctor alleged that he was married 
on the 28th of May, 1882, and that he continued 
to live with his wife until the 4th of 
last May, when patience ceased to be 
a virtue and the separation came. 
He alleged that for a long time he was the vie. 
tim of the most atrocious ubuse in his house. 
hold; tnat his wife subjected him tothe most 
shocking indignities, and that in her abuse of 
him before others she called him horrible 
names. She frequently threatened to brain 
him, and he alleges that his wife on one occ,. 
sion gave him an ink bath, throwing the 
contents of a whole bottle all over 
him. Upon other occasions she hurled dishes, 
pokers and shovels at his head and caused 
very lively scenes at the family hearth. One 
day he alleged that she locked him out of the 
house. She exhibited an insane jealousy 
and insulted his lady patients, injuring 
his practice and causing bim great mental 
anxiety and shame. The Doctor further alleged 
that his wife’s charges respecting his atten. 
tions to his female patients were cruelly false, 
and that she rendered his condition intolera- 
bie by her constant abuse. One child was born 
of the marriage. 

THE WIFE’S ANSWER. 

Mrs. Dittlinger entered an answer admitting 
the marriage and the birth of the child, but 
denying every other allegation in her bus. 
band’s petition, save one. She acknowledged 
that on the 30th of January last she did strike 
him in a sudden fitof passion caused by the 
cruel indignities which she alleges that ne 
heaped upon ber that day. 


Mrs. Paule’s Plaint. 


The trial of Mrs. Eva M. Paule’s divorce 
suit against Daniel Paule before Judge Dillon 
is delayed by the hearing in the matter of the 


Sessinghaus family suit, to which reference 


has already been made. The Paules were 
married in September, 1882, and the separa- 
tion took place in February of the 
present year. Mrs. Paule complains of 
a long course of cruel treatment at the hanis 
of her husband. She alleges that he struck, 
choked and whipped her without any cause, 
called her vile names and uttered false charges 
in the presence of others to her bitter mortifi- 
tion and shame. She asks for suitable alimony 
and alleges that her husband is possessed of 
property valued at $15,000. 


An answer is entered by the husband, admit- 


ting the marriage but denying each and every 
other allegation contained in the wife's 
petition. 


Afraid of the Wilderness. 
August Liebehenz entered a suit to-day in 


the Circuit Court seeking a decree of divorce 
from Anna Liebehenz. They were married in 
Westphaliain March, 1881. Six months later 


the husband came to America to improve his 
condition. He accumulated a little money 
and then wrote for his wife to join him in 
this country but she persistently de- 
clined. For three years he continbed 
to remit funds to his wife for her support and 
the support of the child, and at length he 
sent home ocean steamer tickets and railroad 
tickets, together with money, begging his 
wife to come across the Atlantic and join him 
inthe West. She returned the tickets by next 
mail, saying that she was afraid if anything 
should happen to her husband that she would 
be left alone in the wilderness.’’ 


A Disputed Desertion. 
Mrs. Winifred Kortkamp came out from 


New York City to enter an answer and cross. 
bill to-dayin Judge Thayer’s Court in the 
divorce suit instituted by her husband, E. w. 


Kortkamp. The marriage took place Septem. 
ber 15, 1879, and the husband alleged that 
during the fall of the year follow. 
ing Mrs. Kortkamp absented herself from him 
without cause. rs. Kortkamp denies that 
she deserted him, and alleges that she was 
abandoned by her husband in this city; that he 
refused to live with her or to support ner. She 
remained here until November, 1888, and then 
went East, where she obtained employment as 
aseamstress. She asks that the decree may 
be granted to her, and that she may be 
awarded alimony.

readers, two days after the last championship 
game bas been played, the following unofiicial 
averages. 

Tne figures here given are a better index to 
the work of individuals and clubs than the 
oficial records, as itis a well-known fact that 
efieial scores trequently show partiality to 
certain players in order that home clubs may 
have good standing in the officicial averages. 
In computing the pitchers’ averages percent- 
age of first base hits to times at bat by op- 
ponents has been taken as the criterion. 


No record is given where less than ten games 
have been played. Anson of Chicago leads 
the batting in single base hits. Detroit leads 
the batting in percentage of single hits. Chi- 
cago has earned less runs than Detroit, but 
scored sixty-six more, notwithstanding the 
fact that they made less base hits. Kelley of 
Chicago leads in number of runs scored, 
although Gore of Chicago has a better record, 
having scored eighteen more runs than the 
number of first base hits made.

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A NOTABLE EVENT. 


OPENING OF THE SEASON AT WALLACK’S 
THEATER. 


Production of the Play Harvest“ by Henry 
Hamilton—A Work Fuller of Promise than 
Accomplishment—The Audience and the 
Cast—Heavy Sale for the Booth Engage- 
ment—Amusement Notes. 


By Telegraph to the POstT-Disratcut, 

NEw York, October 14.—Tho season opened 
at Wallack’s last evening with a new play and 
some new actors and an audience of reputable 
persons that filled the house. It was a festal 
occasion, as the first performance of the sea- 
son at Wallack’s always is, and the audience 
was in an enthusiastic mood. Mr. Lester Wal- 
lack was called to the front of his box to re- 
ceive a cordial greeting. Mr. Philip Goatcher, 
the scenic artist, whose two outdoor scenes in 
the new play, ‘‘Harvest,’’ are even more 
beautiful than his Ce Hoodman 
Blind,’’ was also b orward. Every- 
body was in the best possible humor, and no- 
body went away until after Mr. Bel- 
lews spoke the ‘‘Tad’’ at 11:20 o’clock. 
Harvest“ is a comedy drama, whatever 
that may de, in a prologue and three acts. 
Mr. Henry Hamilton, now aan actor at Wal- 
lack's, is the author. Nine persons are con- 
oerned in its story, and all the parts are of the 
sort technically known as ‘‘fat’’ in the com- 
mon talk of actors, though they are not 
all equally important from the spectator’s 
point of view. The fable is well chosen, and 
might serve as a theme {or a brisker and more 
effective play. The text is smartly written, 
and there are many passages that surpass any 
recent efforts of playwrights as little known 
as Mr. Hamilton, whose only important pro- 
duction before this was the drama called 
‘‘Moths.’’ But Mr. Hamilton’s aphorisms and 
epigrams, soliloquies and dialogues are not 
valuable as literature, and many of them, 


such as the long speech of Sir Noel Musgrave 
upon the disadvantages of old age, a subject 
cleverly treated before Hamilton came by 
Wm. Shakspeare, — 2 the progress ot the 
play. A plot like that of Harvest should 
be carried forward quickly, not hampered by 
descriptive passages designed to display the 
wit and indicate the good nature of the author.

ally effective; when he imitates, he is always 
dull. Harvest“ should be a strong, short 
drama, He has made it a long and tiresome 
one, with an element ot comedy which 
recalis the artificial works of a past 
generation, and he copies the faults 
of his predecessors rather than their 
merits. Harvest“ is, indeed, a better play 
than Mr. Boucicault’s ‘‘Jiit,’’ but Mr. Bouct- 
cault would not have written ‘‘The Jilt’’ two 
years ago, and to-day, ifthe theme of ‘‘Har- 
vest’’ had come under his hand, he would have 
made a better play of it than Mr. Hamilton has 
made. Mr. Hamiiton is a young man and bis 
work is promising. He will write a better 
play than any of Mr. Boucicault’ssome day. 


All the same the public owes a debt of grati- 


tude to Mr. Wallack for giving a hearing to 
Harvest“ and for the magie magnificence of 
the setting provided for the new piece. This, 
briefly, isthe story of the play: Noel Mus- 


grave, a young man of high birth and 
small fortune, loves and weds the 
daughter of fA oor Scotch clergy- 


man. They are married in the Scottish fash- 
ion without the aid of priest or magistrate. 
They live foratime in Wales but he grows 
weary ofthe humdrum existence, and when 
he learns that, mistakenly, the informal cere- 
mony that bound him to the woman took 
placeonthe English side of the border he 
takes advantage of the errorand deserts the 
woman and her son. He marries a wealthy 
woman, becomesa baron and twenty vears 
afterwards is revealed as a man grown old be- 
fore his time, a rich widower with a beautiful 
step-daughter. He is unhappy; he yearns for 
an heir to his estates; fora son to perpetuate 
his name. Chance brings him face to face with 
the woman he discarded ,and her son,grownto 
manhood, who, of course, gives his heart to 
the beautiful step-daughter. Sir Noel offers 
marriage to the young man’ mother to leriti- 
mize the son, butthe woman takes her turn 
and refuses to wed him or give her consent to 
the union of the two tender hearts But Sir 
Noel’s love, rekindled after many years, 
proves, in the end, strong enough to over- 
come the woman's resentment and she re- 
lents and the wedding bells are rung. The 
wicked action of Noel Musgrave in the be- 
ginning of the play, and his reunion with the 
mother of his son at the end, are both due to 


the intervention of a military gentile- 
man, Tresidir, a cynic and a man of 
the world, a character that Mr. Hamilton 


bas spent a deal of care on, but who is never- 
theless a disagreeable snd disvordant per- 
sonage. This part fell last eveningto Mr. 
Herbert Kelsey who bore it with dignity and 
delivered the many lines of the text with skill 
and appreciation. Mr. Bellews filled the 
thankiess role of Sir Noel with good taste and 
in a subdued manner that speaks well for his 
sincerity as an artist. Miss Annie Kobe was 
charming as Brend, the discarded wife, where 
the part allowed her to be charming. In the 
stronger scenes her delicate art was scarcely 
adequate. Mr. Harry Edwards contributed a 
capital sketch of an old Scotch servant. Mr. 
Hamilton bore a tedious light comedy 
part without tiring and Miss Harrusel 
helped him asa taikative Hibernian lady. 


. Together they danced an irrelevant jig ina 


very amusing way. Mr. Creston Clarke was 
overburdened as Roy Marston, Sir Noel's son. 
The part calls for more strength and passion 
and more grace than be has at bis command. 
Miss Carrie Coote,a pretty girl just arrived 
from London, was pleasing in an ingenue 
role. Miss Katharine Rogers with her old smile 
was ineffective partly owing to her character, 
and partly to her treatment of it. 

The prologue of Harvest“ is as strong and 
effective in its way as anything lately seen 
on our stage. The first act, the 
incidents of which occur amid surroundings of 
surpassing loyeliness, is all talk. At the close 
of the second act there is a strong situation 
and the material of this act is well handied. 
The second act is diffusive and scarcely effect- 
ive. Of Mr. Goatcher’s scenery we have 
already spoken. His picture of a rustic view 
in Act I. is a very triumph, which, is really 
worth an extended description, and a view of 
the ruins of an Irish castle in Act III. is 
scarcely less so. No play has ever been more 
exquisitely mounted in this city than Har- 
vest is at Wallack’s.
